He dreada the 
faintest appearance of a possibility of bias. 
In China, on the other hand, a great deal of 
squeeze is regarded as customary and 
proper. It is not. considered dishonest. 
‘The oriental point of view is that it is 
unfair to muzzle the ox. According to 
their lights, perhaps the officinls whom this 
long-gowned ‘Chinaman admits to be 
corrupt, arc uo werse than anybody else. 
Whereas the British officer who pocketed 
‘cheques for commission koew, whether he 
ndmitted it or not, that ba was a rogue. 
He knew also what his fellows would say if 
‘he were caught. That there are rogues and 
honest men on both sides is instantly 
admitted: that foreigners set a higher 
standard for their officialdom to live up to 
than the Chinese do is a not unreasonable 
statemest for the foreign critic to make, 
It is when the gentleman of the long robe 
comes to the question of “China for the 
Chinesé” that he is difficult to auswer in 
terms of equity.

RAT DESTRUCTION. 

Volumioous correspondence was submitted 
relative to the use of sulphur dioxide for the 
destruction of rats on shipboard. Dr. W. 
Pearse, M. O. H., wrote that having read the 
reports attached regarding experiments with 
the Clayton apparatus he saw no reason 
to alter his previously expressed opinion ay 
to its usefniness. It was quite possible 
to render the holds, cabins, saloons, otc.. 
of a ship reasonably airtight with little 
trouble. ‘he Clayton gas being heavier 
than air might easily be retsuined at a 
high percentage for many hours io a 
ship. [t did nvb follow, however, that 
this method would be quite successful 
in dealing with Chinese bvuses It 
took nearly two days fo close up G >vernwent 
House in order to fumigats it with formaline 
gas last year. He considered it practically 
impossible to render Chinese houses sufficiently 
gestignt to get the best results with disiufeotion. 

orvover, rats could not escape from \ ship, bat 
in a Chinese house it was absurd to think that 
rats could not find an avenus of escap2. It was 
impracticable to render a Chinese h suse sufficient- 
ly gastight to maintain gas ata percentage of 
eight for two hours right through the buildiag. 
The oxp:riment already conducted on shipboard 
afforded no guidanc» owing to conditions 
bing so different from those prevailing in a 
Chinese house. For these and other reasons 
be considered (hat the experimants made by 
Professor Simpson furnished no evidi nce ag to 
the general use‘ulness of the Clayton im sthad of 
disinfection of Chinese houses in tho Colony. 
For the disinfection of ships he cons dered the 
method was a usefal one, but as pointed-out by 
Dr. Haldane a considerable difference in the 
results might be expected to depend on whether 
the disinfection was done before or after the 
discharge of cargo.

A GUARANTOR'S LIABILITY. 

Two cases were heard in which Mr. G. Hast- 
ings, trustee of the property of the Yue Fat Hank, 
sued Lan Wai-chun, compradore of the Hong- 
kong and Shanghai Bank, to recover the sum of 
$21,000 for money lent by the said bank to the 
Wong Fung Company, Wai Quen-shan and So 
Yu-teai on February 18th, and for the repay- 
ment of which the defendant became guarantor: 
algo to recover $10,000) being money lent by the 
ae Feat Bank to the defendant on January 
12t 

Mr. H. G. Calthrop, instructed by Mr. G. 
Hastings, appeared for the plaintiff, and 
Mr, M. W. Stade, instructed by Mr, R. F.C. 
Master (of Messrs. Johnsen, Stokes and 
Master), represented the defendant. 

Mr. Slade. seid his client was prepared to 
submit to judgment in both suits, as the claims 
were perfectlyiaccurate. As they had a large 
counter-claim bgainsat the managing partner of 
the plaintiff firm, he would, however, ask that 
execution be stayed. The managing partner 
of the plaintiff firm guaranteed a man named 
Young Tat-san, of the Hongkong und Shanghai 
Bank, 988 shroff This man absconded with 
fhe sum of $7,000, which the defendant, as 
The 

efendant was hopelessly insolvent. and if the 
plaintiffs went in for immediate execution all 
‘they could do was to put him in gaol and keep 
him thore, If the stay of execution were 
granted it would be to their advantage. 

Mr. Calthrop said if the defendant brought 
an action against the manager of the bank he 
had no possibility of getting any money as the 
bank wan insolvent. They bad been noable to 
get anything out of the bank manager, and it 
was not at all likely that defendant would. 

His Lordship—Have you proceeded against 
this man ?

Feudal and Modern Japan, by ARTHUR May 

Knapp. Yokohama: The Advertiser Pab- 

lishiag Co. 

This is a reprint of a book form ‘rly published 
in two volumes ; and it b-ars evidence of revision 
todate. Its two-part predecessor was read by 
the present reviewer with very great. pleasure, 
during a vovage to tha country ani the perple 
with which itdeals. This prob bly accounts for 
the diminished enjoymant with which its re-per- 
usal was ac‘omplished. ‘I‘he author has hal 
exceptional facilities for becoming acqaainted 
with his subject, and brought to the work 
Bostonian culture, American wit, and a shrewd, 
gane, comparative outlook that saves him from 
the faults common to so many writers on Japan, 
whether they be sympathetic or otherwise. At 
interesting addition to the work is a short to 
ahort—bibliography, in which wa note Mr. 
Knapp says of the late Lafcadio Hearn (whose 
work he jastly admirs) that “the chiof-feait in 
hig works arises from over-subtlety aad a morbid 
ahrinking from all that is obvious.” That is 
subtle criticiem, and parhaps a little misleading, 
as it was that subtlety which added so mach 
charm to Hearn's-book:, The latter clans; 
stands, however, and we mention it in order to 
suggest that the chief blemishes in Mr. Knapp s

book arise perhaps frvm a lack of courage to: 


leave ungaid some of the many things that all 
writers on Janan are expected to say. In the 
new preface, for instance. where he writes, “ we 
have been marvelling at the virile qaalities dis- 
played by s people who for centaries have 
dwett ia profound peace”, we feel reasoa- 
ably certain that the author ‘speaks not 
of himeelf but of the uninformed public 
whom he should instruct. For it doés not 
require his lengthy usintance with the 
Japanese to throw overboard the usual “ bijou, 
petty, diminutive, and finnicking” idew 
absorbed from the average traveller's cickle, 
and ‘to recognise the essential virility of the 
race.

London possesses no such institations 
as those of Shanghai which publicly ply their 
vocation, hence it is evident that it is not 
institutions like Chinese singiag-girls’ houses 
that brought all this great com mercial prosperity 
to London. Theold Chinese theory is therefore 
exploded by the prominent example afforded by 
the capital city of Great Britain. Indeed a 
city would be the better and the purer by 
doing away with such questionable houses of 
entertainment. 

It may be contended that landlords who rent 
the vast nombar of h uses in Foochow, Fukien, 
Hupebk and other roads may suffer by the closing 
of these houses, a3 high runt is obtained for 
them. Nankiog Road houses fetch very much 
higher rents; yet there are no singing girls’ 
honses on it, Sandlords therefore need not 
fear losing their rents by the abolition of these 
institations, There are thirtdean Chinese 
gentlemen of high and respectable standing who 
are members of the Committe of the Door of 
Hope Refuge and the knowledge they possess of 
the misery to which many of the inmates ef 
these houses are subjected impel them to seek 
for every means by which such institutions can 
ba abolished from this Model Sattloment. If, 
they cannot be abolished, thea a prop r system
